not call them Sacraments, neither Baptiſme nor Marriage, nor 
the viſiting of the fick , nor the Lords Supper: Your confirma- 
tion and order , and your penitence, whipping and beating 
your ſelves for your fins, is your own invention, a ſacrament 
of your owne making, which the Apoſtle does not call repen- 
tance, a ſacrament, or confeſſing of fin, or forrowing for fan, the 
nature within ſhould be afflicted, and circumciſed in the ſpirit, 
which puts off the body of fin, and that brought down; and not 
to like the creature, and beat the creature, that is as you wre« 
file with fleſh and blood; the power of darkneſſe cauſes you to 
do that which guides you within, that ſtrikes at the creature;

ſtles, who was not of man nor by man: And as concerning 
Juſtification , ye are ignorant of ; for where that is known, the 
ſin is done away which came by the firſt Adam; And they 
that believe are paſſed from death to liſe. And there are ſome 
children of believers which is holy, yet all by nature children of 
wrath in the unbelief; and your Church is held up by tradition, 

and traditions, and vows, and oaths, which is all in the Apo - 

ſtacy, from the ſpirit where it ſeems the root of the word prote- 

ſting is come from your ſelves who are Apoſtates, and not from 

the Scriptures;but you have thruſt it in, & your offering and maſs 
it is but a dead thing, it is neither good for the dead ndr the li- 
ving, the living do not accept of it but as Cains ſacriſice; for 
are not you murtherers and deſtroyers of one another about Re- 

ligion, ſacriſice and traditions, as Cain did, whom God did 

not accept his ſacrifice ? And as the Fewes did (without the 

life which gave forth the Scriptures) turn againſt the juſt, and 
all the Apoſtates ſince the dayes of the Apoſtles , which are in- 

wardly ravened from the ſpirit of God, who ſet up all your 
lying ſignes and wonders, and traditions, and deceive people 
with them that dwell upon the earth, who be from the ſpirit of 
God, inwardly ravened from it, in which ſpirit God is wor- 
ſhipped , which ſpirit brings to offer living ſacrifice : And the 
bread and wine after they have conſecrated it, which you ay 
is the very body and blood of Chrift, and ſoule, and it's divine, 
and that ye call Tranſubſtantietion ; and he that receives either 
bread or wine, recelves Chriſt. Now ſeeing that this Doctrine 
and Principle is laid down by you the Council of Trent, and 
tollcrated by the great Biſhop of Rome, the Pope, and caught by 
the Jeſuites, I ſhall demand one thing of you out of every Na- 
tion, and from every Dominion and Iſland belonging to the 
Biſhop of Rome, the Pope. Let there come forth a Biſhop and a 
Jeſuite, and conſecrate bread and wine, and after conſecration 
and converſion , which you call tranſubſtantiation, which you ſay

and be of your religion, but if that prove to be bread, and 
ove to be wine; and mortall, and not divine, then ſhall you 
deny all your religion and acknowledge that you have wrong- 
ed the Proteſtants , and turn to the Truth: So if you dare ad- 
venture te try your Chrift openly, and bring him out to the 
Light, and ſee whether he will ſtand, and whether he will not 
corrupt, for the fleſh of Chriſt (which the Scripture ſpeaks of) 
ſew no corruption. So now it you will take a publique conſide- 
ration, and give a publiqu: meeting after, ſend to any of them 
in England called Quckers , and let there be a publique tryall;

Thou 

that hath no other thing to teach thee but the ſive S:nſcs, art 

ſenſual, and knows not the ſpirit : Fora man to be chaſte, and 

yet angry, is a falſe thing; he that is angry and intemperate, is 

not chaſt, but joyned to that which adulteratcs , for thete are 

the Devils conceptionsand works; they and in whom theſe are 

brought forth is not chaſt , but is in-Cains way, and in Dives 

way: and thou ſaiſt, if you can conceive this, that a man may 
have true faith, and yet want godlineſſe of lite and con- 

verlatlon, thy conception is falſe : . 

For he that is temperate and chaſte, and lives in that which 
makes him ſo, wants not charity nor patience z for the true 
faich of Gods elect purges from all lin, and that faith is repro» 
bate where ungodIinzfſe is brought forth, and contrariwiſe 
thou ſaich,a man may be of an honeſt and godly converſation, 
and yet want faith; utter darkneſſe is thy dwelling place, and 
thou ſpeaks out of thick darkneſſe; Is there a converſation 
godly, or like God lived in here there is no faith or honeſty ? 
where there is no faith, that's utterly falſe, for theſe are the 
fruics of faith, of a lively faith; for ha and a godly con- 
verſation is the works which procceds from a true and living

And the whore 
cannot be ſaid to be the heathen 3 for the Whore from 
ſomething, and there is the ancient viſiblo Church; And 
the Kings of the earth bave committed fornication with ber , and all 
nafion have drank the cup of fernication, and fornication is before 
you be married : Andtheſcare them that have drank the blood 
of the Prophets, Saints, and Martyrs that have kept the teſtimo- 


ny of Jeſus. 


But now again, the Lamb is brought forth to rule the Nati- 
ons with a rod of Iron, though the Beaſt, and falſe Prophet, and 
Kings of the carth, and the old Dragon make war againſt the 
Lamb and the Saints, yet the Lamb and the Saints ſhall get the 
victory, and the ever laſting Goſpel ſhall be preached to all na»

to the ſecond Query thou ſaift, That the Church of Chriſt , or the 
meetings of thoſe Chriſtians that follow the rule and law of Chriſt, 
and are always guide by them, cannot erre in any truth. 

--, Reply. Your Church, the Church of Rome have erred from 
the ſpirĩit of truth, and the truth in which there is no errour. 

As inſtance , you have ſet up Idols; and the ſpirit of truth in 

the true Church ſaid, Keep your ſelves from Idols, as in Fobns E- 

piſtle : And you have made Miniſters by men, and by the will 

of man, and ſo gone into your own wills, which the Scripture 
came not by, nor which Chriits Minifters were not made by; 
and you and all Apoſtates ſince are of men, and made by men, 
and lo you are erred ſrom the ſpirit of truth, that leads into all 
truth, You are erred from the Croſſe of Chriſt, the power of 
God, and have ſet up outward Croſſes, and falls down to that 
inſtead of falling don to the power of God. You have erred 
from the true Image ot God the Saints were in, and have ſer up 
oatward Images of wood and ſtone: You have erred from the 
Saints life and ſpirit , and fromthe ſpirits of juſt men, and ſo 
ſrom the true Church, and fo ſet up the Reliques, as pieces of 
Cloath, and old bones: So you know after the fleſh, which the 
Apoſtles did not: And you are erred from the Rock, and talln 
into the waters, as in Revelations : And your Idols, Pictures, 
and Images have corrupted the earth; ſo you are erred from 
the true Church, and the true Spirit, which cryed againſt Idols 
in all ages, as Moſes ſaid his command to the people, and 
the Apoſtles. Your Church is commanded to make Images and - 
Idols, and the Church in Moſes time, and the Apoſtles Chur - 
ches were commanded to keep from them. So no true Church 
you are, but apoſtates, but fallible, and erred in matter of faith 
and doctrine, and praiſed be the Lord who hath brought you 
to the Light. And multitudes of inftances may be ſhewed, who 
compares the Church with what che Churches of Chriſtians 
were in the dayes of the Apoftles. 

Aud thou ſaiſt, the diffi:ulty is where the Church of Chriſt is to be 
found ; for Papiſls, Lutberans, Calviniſtt, Anabaptiſte, Arminians, 
and all ſchiſmatical meetings, they do claim the title of Chrifts 
Church to themſelves, &c. H Anſw.

Arſe, All cheſe the Roman Church being the mother of the 
Apoſtates, and all theſe beforc-mentioned are ſtarted from her, 
her ſturdy ſons, and ſeverall names ſtill in the forme, tor the 
light with in they are all againſt ; and Chriſt within to reigne 
and teach; and the Law within in the heart, and in the mind, 
whereby all comes to know the Lord, and the word in the heart 
and in the mouth to obey and do; and the ßirit of truth to lead 
into all truth, whereby the Saints have unity one with another, 
and with the Scriptures , and with God.
